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LOOKING FOR WATER 

Tt wes an ancient Mariner who stoppeth one of three. 
Thus began the old ballad which mich later had the fan- 
ous phrase "Water water everywhere and not a drop to 
Drink".: 

Wilmington, perhaps by good fortune, and certainly 
in part by foresight has today an ample supply of water 
and in that circumstance is practically unique in the 
Commonweal th of Massachusetts. There is no need for 
the residents of this town to chant the old rhyme of 
Semiel Taylor Coleridge.’ With adequate storage facili- 
ties we would be in a wonderful position, considering, 
of course, that the town is about 45 percent swamp to 
begin with. 

But nearby there are communities in neéd, and the 
nee? has led toa concentrated search for underground 
“supplies of water.’ One of these searches is being con- 
ducted in the Ipswich River Valley, and a second in the 
,old Merrimac River Valley. 

About a million years ago, give or take a few years 
the Merrimac River went to the sea through what is now 
Wilmington. The Aberjona Itiver Valley, in Wobum and 
Winchester 46 supposed to have been part of the old Mer 
rimac River Valley, and then it went across Arlington, 
and to the sea near where the Boston City Hospital now 
stends.° 

Just how the old river went through this town has 
always been a question.’ We don't know, and we have 
searched for evidences.’ We are told (second hand) that 
when J.’ W.- Greer was testing, before it started build 
ing, that one of the test holes turned into a pusher. 
We know that Jack Mooney, of New England Gas Products 
searched their property, with numerous holes, but found 
no evidence, even though, at that time there was a sto- 
ry current that another underground river came dom 
from near the Brown's Crossing Pumping Station and 
joined the Merrimac at about the place he searched.- 

The City of Woburm is searching, for the old Merri-

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mac River at the present writing, and for two supposed 
tributaries to it, and is also going through its re- 
cords of previous searches. From these records we note 
with surprise that near the Sylvania plant in North Wo- 
burn poor S011 conditions were noted. We say we note 
with surprise for it was at the Sylvania Plant that Ken 
neth Roberts reported that Henry Goss (Henry Goss and 
His Divining Rod) found an emple supply. 

The engineering firm of Whitman & Howard are in 
charge of Wobum's search - the same firm that is as- 
sisting our Water Department in its planning.’ So far, 
we note, they have found many places with chlorides, or 
iron ore which makes the water unpalatable, and other 
Places which are polluted, but no signs that we would 
take as indicating that they have found the old Merri- 
mac River bed. 

The Ipswich River Survey is being conducted by the 
Department of Public Works of the Commonweal th of Mass- 
achusetts, and we are advised by Representative Frank 
Tanner that the study is not yet complete, and it is 
not know when it will be available for release. 


STATE TAX FUNDS 

Readers of the Boston Globe, last Sunday, who ven- 
tured into the real estate section may have had their 
eyes opened by a writer named Leslie G Ainley. Mr. Ain- 
ley wrote what many would call an "eye-opener" about 
the distribution of state tax funds. 

Wilmington was the second town in his list which was 
being cheated (roundly cheated was his phrase) in the 
distribution of state funds. Burlington, adjoining us 
to the westward had the unhappy distinction of being 
the first. 

What Mr. Ainley was talking about was the 1945 tax 
formila, which has never been undated, in spite of the 
tremendous growth of the Commonwealth since that time.° 
Originally it was supposed to be brought up to date e- 
very five years, but in the last few years municipal 
and state experts have given up hope of there ever 
being a change. Too mich vested interest in maintaining 
the "status quo" they say. 

It is a big problem, and we do not intend to go into 
it so deeply that we should have to write a book. 

Back in 1945, when Wilmington had an assessed valua— 
tion of about $4 millions, a formila was devised to aid 
towns and cities from state tax funds, coming principal 
ly from the so-called Corporation Tax. 

The Corporation Tax is money which is paid directly 
to the Commonwealth, by incorporated companies, on the 
machinery that they own.’ They pay a4 real estate tax on 
their buildings and land to the town or city in which 
they are located, and they pay a corporation tax to the 
Commonweal th on their machinery. 

To use J.’ W. Greer, or any other company for an ex- 
emple.- We don't know offhand just what taxes Greer 
pays, but say it is $50,000 a year, to the Town of Wil- 
mington. This tax is for their building, and for their 
lend. After they have paid this they have another, 
their corporation tax, which is on their machinery, and 
the money of the second tax goes to the Commonweal th. 
Then it is divided up among the towns and cities, ac- 
cording to the percentage of their assessnents, compared

to the rest of the Commonweal th. 

In 1945 we had a $4,000,000 assessment, and in the 
entire state there was a property valuation of $6.9 bil 
lions. That meant that Wilmington had a little more 
than 4 of 1% of the total valuation, and it is on that 
formula on which we now get state tax refimds. 

But today Wilmington has a valuation of over 16 mil- 
lions, while the state has grown to $8.6 billions. We 
have increased over 400%." We now have nearly 2% of the 
valuation of the Commonweal th. 

Mr, Ainley states that we are 230% greater than we 
were in 1945. We didn't check that, but we note that 
he puts Burlington at 258%, and Billerica at 109%, and 
that he believes they are all being cheated. 

Cities, he points out have remained more or less 
static, so that they really have gained, in terms of 
tax returns. 


His article was a plea for a revaluation every five 
years, as the law intends, and it was well taken. 

But there is also a credit side, which he did not 
point out. It is one of those "iffy" things, that 
might happen. In the case of Wilmington it might hap- 
pen very soon. 

If a town or city should join any of the Metropoli- 
ten District services, ~such as Metropolitan Water or 
Sewerage systems, under the present law, they would pay 
according to the 1945 valuation. 

In the case of Wilmington, and MDC Sewerage, which 
is due to be discussed in the coming Town Meeting, the 
charges assessed against Wilmington could be very mich 
lower than they would be if 1955 assessments were the 
rule. 

We don't know how much less Wilmington is getting as 
a tax refund, as the result of the 1945 Assessnent Law, 
neither dc we know how much it will save if we adopt 
MDC sewerage, but we feel that if we don't make it all 
up, when and if we adopt the sewerage act, we will 
still make up a goodly portim of the money. 

Of course, neither the MDC nor the City of Boston 
will be happy about it, but that's another story.
